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Many people are inter- 
ested in wrestling, but how 
meny really know whet the 
game is all ahout? 

A wrestling match is 
dividedinto three neriods, 
each two minutes long. A 
team member is allowed one 
match per night or more: with 
one hour between matches. 

In the first period, 
the wrestlers start out by 
shaking hands, proceeding 
into a stand-up position 
before wrestling. 

In the second period, 
one wrestler starts in the 
hands and knee nposition, 
His opponent places one arm 
around the down wrestler's 
waist, his other 
placed on the down wrest- 
ler's corresponding arm. 

The final period, the 
two opponents switch posi- 
tions from the second period 
before starting to wrestle. 

scoring is very impor- 
tant, notonly to the wrest- 
lers, but to the team. 
First, and most important 
is the pin. Pinning your 
opponent is an automatic 
Win, regardless of tho pre- 
vious score.

Television i 3 almost come of age, age, for th the most part 
fout of necessity in the ratings war; but whether -n 
7spite of or because of that fact, it has nonetheless 
come of age--almost. 
| In the two decades from 1950-1970, television was 
fan oasis of Puritanism, playing to an audience of fam- 
jilies brought up by films regulated by the Hays Office 
fand the NCOMP (which stands for the National Christian 
something or other on Motion Pictures or something like 
ithat--anyway, both either censored or rated films many 
imoon ago.) Naturally, these broadcasts hardly . repre— 
isented a complete cross-section of ideas; and, if any- 
ithing were often behind public taste, as were newspa- 
ipers and movies. PBS broke the tradition with its 
more innovative programs, most notably iin the mordant- 
itoned 'The Great American Dream Machine." The other 
networks followed suit, realizing there are other peo- 
iple than Puritans in the United States. 

This liberalization, letting up both on topics and 
language, has, as would be expected, drawn criticism 
ifrom those whose idea of an evening of humor is watch- 
ing re-runs of I Love al Movies such as Love Story, 
iPatton, and That Certain Summer drew complaints from 
iparents who said they were shocked or were so embar- 
srassed that their children saw and heard such things on

television. Since Patton and Love Story were both pre-. 


sented on Sunday evenings starting at 9 p.m. and run- 
ning past 11 (Patton went on, even in its abridged 
form, to 12:20 Monday morning), one would wonder what 
kind of parents would let their children watch a pro- 
gram that late and then gripe about it, rather than 
send the little urchins to bed. As far as That Certain 
Summer is concerned, it was a mature, well perigrmed 
story of two homosexuals, without any of the banal 


cliches typifying a program of, for example, All in the 


Fami That program also drew complaints. Cne view- 
er wrote that she was "shocked after the first 15 min- 
utes, ' that she “was never so disgusted." All the fore- 
mentioned programs were publicized as to their content 
well in advance of the showing date, and each viewer 
was given a choice of at ‘least three ciffarent programs 
on at least three different networks.
